Mr. Donton has rooms at the home of 
Mrs. Caffin, 3430 Lindell boulevard. His 
place of business is on Olive street, a block 
further west. 

Soon after 9 o’clock Monday night he left 
the store for hie rooms. As he walked 
south on Theresa avenue he passed two men 
at the corner of Lindell boulevard. Then 
he crossed to the south side of the thor- 
oughfare. 

“T had just passed the Metropolitan 
Dairy,”’ said he Tuesday morning to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, ““‘when a woman etepped 
up to me and asked for some change. She 
hlaughed ae she did so, and I laughed as 
well, for she was nicely dressed, and I 
thought it a joke or that it was her man- 
ner of accosting me. 


“T kept on down the street, but had not 
taken two steps when she threw her arms 
around my neck and gave me a hug that 
nearly choked me. Just then I noticed an- 
other woman, or rather a girl, for she 
wore short dresses, who ran up and went 
rapidly through my pockets. 

“They did not speak while doing this and 
the moment they released me they jumped 
aside and ran. I think they disappeared in 
the vacant lot. 

‘There were four $100 certificates of de- 
posit in my pocketbook at the time and $10 
in cash, Fortunately, my watch and chain 
were at home. I went downtown early this 
morning and stopped payment on the 
money, so I don’t know what good the cer- 
tificates can do them.”’ 

Mr. Donton is a mild-mannered young 
man of pleasing appearance. He has the 
reputation in the neighborhood of being a 
hard worker and of frugal -habits. It is 
known that he has saved up quite a sum 
from his business.

OFFICIAL APPLICATION MADE. 


MAYOR AND BOARD OF PUBLIC 
IMPROVEMENTS JOIN. 


Statue Makes No Such Display of 
Nudity as Would Constitute Any 
Reasonable Objection. 


“T do not know of anything objectionable 
in the statue of Pan,” said Park Commis- 
sioner Ridgely to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Tuesday morning. 

“But I think Mr. Barnard’s reputation as 
a sculptor should be sufficient indorsement 
of the work. Why New York City refused 
the statue is more than I can say. I have 
seen a rough-drawn sketch of it and it ‘s 
no such a nude display as that ef the 
Bacchante, which was withdrawn from 
public view by the Boston authorities. 

“Pan is so purely a god of the woods that 
it seems to me no better selection.could be 
made for a park statue, and should ![t come 
to us by donation Forest Park would cer- 
tainly have an added attraction. 

“The Park Commissioners of New York, 
so far as I can learn, found no objection to 
the statue, either as a display of the nude 
or as a work of art. Their public reason for 
declining the gift was that there was no 
place in Central Park available for it. 

‘TI have prepared a letter to Frank H. 
Presby, agent of the Clark estate, applying 
for Pan, and I will to-day ask the Mayor 
and Board of Public Improvements to join 
me inthe request. The city, of course, will 
pay the freight and build the pedestal. 

‘“T can understand why some of the east- 
ern cities now hesitate about adding to 
their public statues. Mayor Latrobe of 
Baltimore told me recently that his city’s 
squares and parks are coming to resemble 
a great cemetery, and I fancy New York, 
Boston and Washington are in the same 
condition. There is yet plenty of room in 
St. Louis for great art works.” 

Mr. Presby, agent of the Alfred Corning 


Clark estate in New York, has expressed 
sore disappointment over the rejection of 
Pan by the Park Commissioners. He 
said the estate understood it would be very 
acceptable, and had prepared to meet an 
outlay of $25,000 in order to properly mount 
the statue. The artistic merit of the work 
has been testified to In the warmest terms 
by the National Sculptor’s Society. 

‘Now.’ said Mr. Presby, “‘the statue may 
go to Brooklyn or Pittsburg.”’ 

He has written Park Commissioner 
Ridgely that the estate will not again put 
itself in- position where the statue can be 
rejected. This is why the Mayor and Board 
of Public Improvements are asked to join 
the Park Commissioner in a request for the 
statue. If it should be refused, Mr. Ridgely 
thinks the only ground will be that of ob- 
jection to letting the statue go so far West. 


It was rumored in New York that pro- 
fessional jealousy was at the bottom of 
its rejection there. Mr. Presby said the ex- 
cuse that there was no place for it n Cen- 
tral Park was sheer nonsense, as he had 
found an admirable location where now is 
an old horse trough. 

In short, the entire history of the statue 
shows an unbroken approval of it as a 
great work of art, and St. Louis would do 
well to secure it from the Clark estate. 

Mr. Halsey Ives, Superintendent of the St. 
Louis Museum of Arts, and also member of 
the City Council, says he knows nothing 
about the Pan statue. 

“T have never seen’a photograph of it,”’ he 
said. “I have never seen even a newspaper 
picture of it. To tell you the truth, and also 
perhaps exploit my own ignorance of art 
anew, I never even heard of the thing un- 
til a few days ago, and then I read seme- 
thing of it. But I don’t know anything about 
it. we is the sculptor? Is it Thomas Shields 
Clark?’ 

Being informed that the statue was the 
work of Barnard and that it was to have 
been a gift of the Alfred Corring Clark 
estate, Mr. Ives’ lack of information seemed 
to be denser than ever. 

Indeed Mr. Ives’ apologized for his lack of 
knowledge by saying that he had been off 
fishing for two weeks and “look now at that 
pile of letters.” 

Mr. Ives said if the Post-Dispatch would 
kindly show him a picture of the Pan statue 
he might be able to form some artistic judg- 
ment of its merits. 

‘My own idea of Pan, is that he is not

Queer Condition Produced on Ernest 
Molt by Burns.

Ernest was the blind man, and a handker- 
chief was bound over his eyes. He was 
after a companion and was accidentally 
pushed into the fire. Handicapped with the 
handkerchief over his eyes he could not get 
out until the flesh on his arms wag fright- 
fully burned. Resting his hands on the 
hearth he managed to keep his face and 
body away from the flames. His compan- 
ions dragged him out. 

A physician was summoned and the burns 
were dressed. The arms were swathed in 
bandages, but instead of being left straight 
they were allowed to double up. When the 
burns healed the folds of flesh grew to- 
gether. The forearms grew to the upper 
part. Now Eugene walks around with his 
arms in the position of a dog walking on 
his hind feet alone. 

Eugene is ambitious and shrewd. He 
heard of wonderful cures wrought by St. 
Louis surgeons, He beat his way to the 
city and went to the City Hospital. Dr. 
Sutter will operate on him in a few days.

Campos Will Return to the Island on a 
Separate Mission—A Stormy 
Outlook. 


: LONDON, June 2.—The Pall Mall Gazette 
prints the following dispatch 


from its correspondent at Madrid: 

Public attention is engrossed by the ap- 
pointment of Gen. Stewart L. Woodford as 
United States Minister to Spain. 

While the Government continues to re- 
pudiate the intention of recalling Gen. Wey- 
ler, I am in a position to reiterate that his 
recall will be an accomplished fact at no 
distant date. I learn that in all probability 
Gens. Blanco and Macias will proceed to 
the island and divide the supreme com- 
mand, I having reason to believe that, co- 
incident with the arrival here of Gen. Wood- 
ford, Marshal Martinez Campos will pro- 
ceed upon:a separate mission to Cuba. 

In accordance with the wishes of Presi- 
dent MtKinley Martinez de Campos should 
be the executor of any arrangements poss!- 
bly reached between Spain and the United 
States. Indications & not point to any ar- 
rangements being reached with the United 
States, and intimate friends of Senor Cano- 
vas del Castillo declare the Premier will 
strenuously oppose autonomy. Castelar, the 
Liberal leader, is also opposed to anything 
of the kind. They both consider that such 
a concession would renfer it very difficult 
to maintain Spanish sovereignty. 

The report that the United States will in- 
sist upon autonomy and the withdrawal uf 
the Spanish troops, and that otherwise it 
will intervene by force if necessary, does 
not make for a peaceful solution and the 
position is regarded throughout Spain with 
considerable anxiety.

The sale of the road was a surprise to 
the majority of the people, as a motion to 
Set aside the decree of sale was pending 
in Judge Flitcraft’s court, and was not 
disposed of until 11 o’clock Tuesday morn- 
ing. Gen. Shields, representing L. M. Rum- 


sey, claimed that the decree contained ir- 
regularities which would have a tendenc 
to curtail the bidding, but Judge Flitcraft 
decided a and as he had the pow- 
er to reject all bids, he ordered that the 
sale proceed, 

e sale wae conducted by Receiver 
Charles Green and many well known at- 
torneys were present to represent the va- 
rious parties to the litigation. John Scul- 
lin was also present, but he kept well in 
the background and disappeared as soon as 
the final bid was made. 

The opening bid was $40,000, made by John 
A. Seely of Belden & Seely of New York. 
This was promptly raised to $5,000 by Na- 
than Frank, representing John A, Roebling, 
Sons & Co., Eastern creditors, Albert Arn- 
stein raised this to $45,500.

Has Reformed and Hopes to 
Work for Col, Butler. 


Tom Goabout is in town. 
This statement will strike terror to own- 
ers of well-stocked hen-houses in a radius 
of twenty miles of St. Louis. Everybody 
familiar with the lights and shadows of 
St. Louis prior to three years ago has 
heard of Tom Goabout. He was one of the 
shadows. 
Few people ever saw Tom in the daytime 
except when he appeared in the Police 
Court. He plied his trade at night and 
gained more than a local reputation in his 
chosen calling. ! 

Tom was one of the few links between 
the fancies of the comic artist and the 
realities of everyday Hfe. He was a col- 
ored man with a penchant for other peq- 
ple’s chickena 4nd he went to unheard-of 
lengths in following his natura] bent. Just 
how long ago he began operations is not 
known, but the grizzliest veterans on the 
police force knew of Tom as a noted chick- 
en fancier when their first blue sults were 


new.

Like many other great men, Tom began 
He practiced on the 
hen-houses of his neighbors, and when he 
became proficient sought a wider field. 

He made nightly trips to the suburbs, and 


and a.gunny sack as capital, he managed 
to kee the Goabolit larder well filled. 
In time Tom saw that there was more 
than a mere living in his calling. Two or 
three gunny sacks were as ¢asiiy filled as 
one, and Tom found poultry dealers who 
would buy his spoils without asking ques- 
tions. 
Despite an occasional sojourn in the 
Work-house, Tom prospered until he de- 
parted from his regular line of work and 
essayed to rob a pork-house three years 
ago. He was caught in the act. Until last 
week he was a guest of the State at Jef- 
ferson City. 
Tom Goabout’s doings and sayings tn his 
palmy days formed the basis for some of 
the best stories current around the police 
stations. : Bs 
The expression, ‘“Dennison’s Ducks, 
which originated when Judge Dennison was 
on the bench, is directly traceable to the 
wily and far from witless Goabout. 
On one of his nightly rounds Tom was 
surprised while looting a hen-house in the 
suburbs. The owner of the poultry appeared 
with a shotgun, just as Tom put two fat 
hens in his gunny sack. He scaled a fence 
and dropped into an adjoining yard, just 
in time to miss a load of buckshot. When 
he gathered himself together the hens had 
escaped. Tom, with his keen eye for fowl, 
saw two ducks sleeping angerane age 4 in a 
corner. He shoved the ducks into the bag 
and made his exit over the back fence. The 
delay was fatal, for the shot had attracted 
a policeman, who nabbed Tom before he had 
gone half a block. At the station Tom was 
put in a cell and the bag was threwn in a 
cornér, to be used as evidence, 
The chicken owner was in Judge Denni- 
son’s court next morning to prosetute Tom. 
He told how he had seen Tom put two of his 
hens into a bag. The policeman told how he 
had taken the bag from Tom a few minutes 
fter the robbery. 
When Tom took the stand he asked that 
the bag be brought into court. The Marshal 
complied, 
“Now,” said Tom, “all I got to say is that 
they’s none o’ that man’s chickens in_ this 
bag. They ain’t no chickens at all.” With 
that he emptied the bag on the Judge's 
desk. Two ducks waddled across the Judge’s 
docket. The prosecutor could not identify 
the ducks. The man that owned them was 
not in court and Tom was discharged.

She Recovers Old Papers From Trash 
in an Outhouse Which Prove 
\Her Story. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
POMONA, Cal., June 29.—Old letters, yel- 
low and limp with age and much handling, 
which, two weeks ago, were lying with a 
lot of trash in the bottom of a wooden soap- 
box in an out-house, ‘are now in New York 
to figure in a poor widow's contest of the 
wills of the hate Joseph Richardson, for 
whose estate of $30,000,000 a widow and four 
children are already battling there. 
For nine years Mrs. Dora Richardson 
Maxwell has been doing menial work -at 
Puente, in this (Los Angeles) county. She 
was left a poor widow when her husband 
died in Los Angeles in 1887. She became a 
cook for the rough laborers at the Puente 
Oil Wells, and went as a cook with gangs 
of grain threshers all over Southern Cali- 
fornia. Out of her meager earnings she 
supported an invalid daughter and gave a 
son a common school education. She is 
now 47 years of age, but so hard has been 
her battle for life that she looks to be ®. 
(Mrs. Maxwell's father was Henry Rich- 
ardson, a younger brother of the dead mil- 
lionaire. Joseph came to America from 
England about 1836, and Henry in 184). 
Henry was a mechanical genius and in- 
vented some agricultural machinery that 
he sold for $1,500. Joseph, who was a gtone- 
mason, was then about to sail for New 
York, and Henry loaned the $1,500 to him 
for investment in New York. Joseph pros- 
pered in the New World. In letters to his 
brother Henry, he spoke of the loan and 
said he had invested it so as to bring good 
returns in future years. 

In May, 1841, Henry arrived in New York. 
But he had become dissipated, and Joseph 
would have nothing to do with him. Henry 
snapped his fingers at his elder brother 
and went to live in Philadelphia. There he 
married, and a daughter, Dora Richardson, 
was born to him. His drinking habits 
grew on him. He became very hard up a 
few years later| Then his wife died, and 
he was left with his little daughter. Then 
he signed the temperance pledge, and kept 
it for some years. 

His brother Joseph still refused to aid 
him, and Henry went to work in a machine 
shop in Pittsburg. When the war broke 
out he enlisted and served two years in a 
Pennsylvania regiment. 


Joseph lived in Houston street, New 
York. His apparel and manner of life did 
not betoken a man of wealth, and there- 
fore Henry, good-hearted and easy-going, 
never pressed for repayment of the old debt. 
But Mrs, Maxwell says now it is known 
that at that time Joseph Richardson was 
worth over half a million dollars. 

Henry died in the sick ward in the Poor- 
house in Baltémore in April, 1868, and his 
body was buried in the potters’ field there. 
Mrs, Maxwell was then 17 years old and 
was employed as a servant in a family in 
Brooklyn. She did not know of her father’s 
death until an attendant in the Poor-house 
hospital wrote her a few weeks later. She 
says she went and told Joseph that his 
brother was dead and that she would like 
to have him help her to remove the body 
from the potters’ fleld and give it suitable 
burial, but he refused. 

In 1873 Mrs. Maxwell married a cobbler, 
and in 1878, they came to San Francisco. 
Her husband, as already stated, died in 
1887. In 1890 and 1891 she wrote to her rich 
uncle, asking for a few dollars towards 
educating her eldest daughter, but, after 
the first, each letter came back unopened, 
with an indorsement in her uncle’s hand- 
writing. 

Last week Mrs. Maxwell came over to 
Pomona to do washing for a family there, 
In a bakery there, while waiting for a pur- 
chase, she picked up a copy of the New 
York World of Sunday, June 13, containing 
a half-page article on the life and habits 
of her uncle Joseph, That was the first 
she knew of her. uncle’s death and that 
1 Was really a very wealthy man. She 
told her emgjoyer’s family about her uncle 
and what the World said about his fortune, 


She recalled the fact that she still had 
letters that her father gave her over 30 
years ago to prove that Joseph had bor- 
rowed $1,500 of Henry and that the debt re. 
mained unpaid. She went homé, hunted up 
the letters from among the fubbish in her 
shanty and took them to Los Angeles. 
The lawyer before whom she laid her case 
believed that she had good grounds for con. 
testing her uncle’s will. He called in other 
lawyers and they went carefully over the 
case and heard Mrs. Maxwell's story. They 
made up a fund on the spot to send Mrs. 
Maxwell to New York to begin a contest. 
She left for that city on Monday, the 2ist, 
accompanied by two of the lawyers, 
Speaking of the case, Mrs. Maxwell said: 
“My uncle Joseph was always so ragged 
and poor-looking that he fooled us all. That 
was why my father never took his case into’ 
court. He once consulted 4 lawyer about 
it in Brooklyn, but the lawyer said it was 
like robbing a Poor-house tO #Ue such a 
poor man, 

“I once heard a New York man tn Los 
Angeles says he knew my uncle was a mil- 
lionaire, but thaf seemed 00 ridiculous. 
Five years ago, I did washing for &@ woman 
who came here from Naahville, Tenn. 1 
told her one day that I bed 4" uncle in 
New York named Joseph Richardson who 
wag worth $100,000. She sald he owned over 
$500,000 worth of Nashville water bonds, 
but I thought ehe must be mistaken. 

“T went to see my uncle several times 
after my father died. He mover asked me 
even to @ meal. He said he hed no use 
for men that drink whisky, and that he had 
cut off my father and all bis family on 
that account. Once he sald that When he 
got through with this life amd he could 
leave anything worth having, he WOuld re.

time, or certainly during his control of the 


paper.

Childs, who regarded his printers as a por- 
tion of his personal family, and refused to 
consider any prepestves for the equipment 
of the Ledger with type-setting machines, 
on the ground that he would not bea party 
to the throwing of a single one of his old 
printers out of employment. 

Although the carrying out of this decision 
was not made binding upon Mr. Drexel, he 
has decided of his own volition to follow in 
the footsteps of his distinguished predeces- 
sor, and while the old men are still at the 
case, many new one have been added, to 
meet the uilrements of a large paper. 
with the certainty that they can live and 
die in the Ledger harness, if they are so 
minded. 

The Ledger is now the only paper tn this 
city not set by machine, and its faithful- 
ness to the old “‘typo’’ méans an additional 
expenditure of a good many thousand dol- 
lars monthly, as compared with the com- 
position bills of its contemporaries.

WASHNGTON, D. C., June 29.—Congress- 
man Dockery has returned from a visit 
home.

To Be Completely Reorganized by Pres- 
ident McKinley.

SCORED BY ZACHRITZ. 


He Condemns the Paying of Witnesses 
by Railroad Companies. 


Judge Zachritz took occasion Monday 
afternoon to score the methods employed by 
a railroad corporation in seeking to prose- 
cute four young men who had been charged 


by the railroad company with burglary and 
larceny. 

March 3, 1897, a box car cane iar to the 
Louisville & Nashville Railroa ompany 
was broken into at the foot of Ashley street 
and $18 worth of oilcloth was _ stolen. 
A few days later four young men, Thomas 
Owens, Jos. Lawler, Mike Gorman and 
Thomas Walker were arrested by the com- 
pany’s agents and locked up for the theft. 
The men were identified by a Mrs. Miller, 
who lives at the corner of Collins and Ashley 
streets. 

On Mrs. Miller’s unsupported testimony 
all the men were indicted for burglary and 
larceny, with the exception of Owens. 

The three defendants were placed on trial 
Monday in Judge Zachritz’s court. 

When Mrs. Miller was placed upon the 
stand she admitted that she had been paid 
$15 by the railroad company’s agents to tes- 
tify against the defendants. Her testimony 
was the most important for the State, as 
it was upon her identification the men had 
been arrested. After the State had closed 
its case the defendant’s attorney moved for 
the discharge of his clients, demurring to 
the introduction of Mrs. Miller’s testimony. 

Judge Zachritz sustained the motion and 
ordered the defendants d'scharged. 

“IT do not approve or sanction the action 
of the railJroad company in paying this wit- 
ness to testify against these defendants,” 
said the Judge. ‘“‘I do not believe the wit- 
ness’ statement, and if the case were al- 
lowed to go to the jury I should Instruct the 
jury to acquit. 

‘‘l'nder the circumstances, as her identifi- 
cation of these men is almost the sole evi- 
dence presented against them, I shall sus- 
tain the motion and order the. defendants 
discharged.”’ 

Tuesday a number of friends of the men 
accused of the crime visited the Four Courts 
and made inquiries as to whether Mrs. Mil- 
ler could be prosecuted for perjury. The 
men who had been accused of the crime are 
said to be respectable young men, who had 
never before been arrested for any breach 
of law. ‘They were referred to the Grand- 


jury.

The official announcement of the disso- 
lution of the firm will be sent out Tuesday 
night. The arrangements have been kept 
a profound secret. 

President Spencer made his first state- 
ment to a Post-Dispatch reporter Tuesday 
morning. 

“Yes,”” he sald, “I am going to retire from 
the grain business in St. Louis. I will 
leave for Los Angeles, Cal., to-night with 
my family. We will give up our residence 
in St. Louis, though I cannot say whether 
we will settle in California. 

“Only a desire for rest prompts me to g0 
out of business. I have been working hard 
for twenty years, and need relaxation. I 
have always had a desire to live in Califor- 
nia. If the country pleases me I may in- 
vest in an orange grove or two and settle. 
But my chief aim will be to secure rest. I 
have made money all my life. Now I want 
a chance to spend some. of it for the pleas- 
ure of myself and family. One thing is cer- 
tain. I will not have to go to farming. 

“I am much too active a man to remain 
long out of the harness. I have thought 
seriously of going into the grain business 
in Néw York. Trade conditions there are 
better than here. Chicago’s recent change 
of grain grades will injure the trade here 
and in the Northwest to the benefit of the 
New York market. 

“The firm will practically be dissolved on 
July 1, but my partner, Mr. Thomas Akin, 
will remain in charge and I will nominally 
retain my membership until all our cus- 
tomers fill their contracts. My retirement 
from St. Louis will be permanent.”’ 

Mr. Spencer was President of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange during 189%.

MANY ARE DROWNED. 


STEAMER ADEN LOST OFF EAST 
AFRICAN COAST. 


SOME SAVED BY THE MAYO. 


BUT LITTLE HOPE FOR MANY OF 
THE PASSENGERS. 


Seventy-Eight Missing—Eight Ladies 
and Nine Children Not Yet 
Heatd From. 


ADEN, June 29.—The Indian Government's 
steamer Mayo, sent out in search of the 
missing steamer Aden, from Yokohama on 
April 28 via Colombo and Aden for London, 
which was last heard of when leaving Co- 
lombo on June 1 for this port, has returned 
here and reports that the Aden wae totally 
lost off the Island of Socotra, at the east- 
ern extremity of Africa, on the morning of 
June 9. 

The Aden carried 34 passengers 
China and Japan. : 

The captain of the wrecked steamer, 
some of her officers and crew, and seven 
white passengers, were swept overboard 
and drowned very soon after she ran 
ashore. 

Dight lady passengers, nine children, two 
officers and a few of the Aden’s crew, suc- 
ceeded in getting away from the wreck in 
a boat, but they have not been heard from 
since, and little hope, owing to the bad 
weather which has since prevailed, is en- 
tertained of their safety. 

The Mayo saved nine of the Aden’s pas- 
sengers and three of the white and 33 na- 
tives of the steamer’s crew. All of these 
persons were rescued just as the Aden was 
breaking up. 

The survivors of the wrecked steamer 
were brought to this port by the Mayo and 
dre being cared for by the local authori- 
ties. 

In all, the drowned and missing include 
25 passengers, 2% European officers and 33 
natives of the Aden’s crew.

Benzine spray 
will kill the insects at every stage and is 
one of the few substances which will de- 
stroy the eggs. No light should be brought 
into the room while the bengine is being ap- 
plied, as it is highly inflammable. The room 
and clothes should be thoroughiy aired 
afterwards before any light ts Introduced. 
Camphor, tobacco, naphthhline and other 
strong odorants are Only partially repel- 
lants, and without the May and June treat- 
ments are of little avail. 


Rice Shortcake With Thickened Cream.

But the Validity of the Breeders’ Bill 
Has Not Yet Been Tested and 


Changes May Come ’ 


The validity of the Breeders’ bill has not 
been tested and the question of whether or 
not pool-rooms can be operated tn St. Louis 
outside of a race track inclosure has not 
been decided. 

The Brooklyn room in the Burlington 
Building on Olive, between Eighth and 
Ninth streets, is taking cash bets on horse 
races just as the pool rooms did, but Judge 
Murphy holds that the money is only re- 
ceived to be telegraphed elsewhere and 
there disposed of as the sender dictates. 

Attorney Mulvihill, the Public Prosecutor, 
says that the telegraph system is but an 
evasion of the law of the most transparent 
nature. 

The police, Assistant Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Johnson and Prosecuting Attorney Mul- 
vihill say, failed to show to the satisfaction 
of Judge Murphy that the Brooklyn room 
was a pool room so that the application of 
the Breeders’ law as to pool-rooms could not 
in this case be made. The straight books, 
as they are termed, which flourished’ so 
thickly down town-ever since the first of 
January, are all shut up now and will stay 
shut up until the main question is settled 
in the courts. Under the new law each and 
every day they are , my constitutes a sepa- 
rate offénse, so that the police can raid them 
every day or whenever they attempt to 
make books and receive bets. 

The police will raid every room not Re 
rated as a regular telegraph office. he 
telegraph offices they will not disturb. This 
is about the sum of the decision arrived at 
by the Four Courts officials. 

Chief Harrigan when asked what the con- 
ditions at present were sald: 

“It has been decided by the courts that 
these telegraph places are not pool rooms, 
Judge Murphy has passed on the last case 
brought up and I understand there is no ap- 
peal beyond his court. That eetties the 
telegraph betting business. As to the oth- 
ers there are none, and if any do open we 
will investigate as to their nature and then 
act accordin , 

Col, Dick 
rants, eald: 

“I will issue ell the 1 room warrants 
the police ask for from now until the va- 
lidity of the Breeders’ bill ts established In 
the courts. When the court has passed 
upon the bill I shall, of course, act in ac- 
cordance with the ruling.” 

“You can depend upon one thing. No 
pool room wiil be allowed to run as long 
as Maj. Harrigan is chief of police. This 
telegraph pool room has been passed upon 
by the courts and we can do nothing with 
them. They have satisfied Judge Murphy 
that it ‘s a branch of the Postal Tele- 
gtaph office, so that ends the matter, We 
mace a aimilar case againet Thomas and 
Walsh some time ago and the Supreme 
Court decided they were not running a pool 
room. Judge Murphy ruled in this case ac- 
cording to the Supreme Court decision.

WAS ARRESTED IW AW IMMORAL 
WOMAN'S HOUSE, 


Passports in His Pockets Ind'cate He 
Intended Skipping Out for 
South Africo. 


Richard Cooper Ham, former confidential 
bookkeeper for the C. F. Simmons Medicine 
Co,, $810 Clark avenue, is in disgrace. 

He ocuvupies a cell in jail charged with 
fraud and forgery by his employer, Dr. C. 
F. Simmons. He is acoused of having forged 
and raised checks to the amount of $300. 

Ham's downfall is due to the usual tndis- 
eretions of youths who live in a rapid 
fashion on a meager salary. 

Ham's infatuation for Bthel Barr, a 
Chestnut street woman, is directly respon- 
sible for his undoing. The money and at- 
tentions he showered upon this woman have 
estranged him from his wife. The heavy 
burden of sorrow she has borne in silence for 
several months is now made doubly é¢evere 
by the exposure of her husband’s unfaithful- 
ness and dishonesty. 

Ham was arrested at the Barr woman’s 
house.

Thorough investigation of the bookkeep- 

er’s accounts, Dr, Simmons alleges, dis- 
closed the fact that Pfam had been sys- 
tematically defrauding the firm by forging 
and po pene | checks to whioh the firm name 
was signed. 
It was an easy matter for Ham to accom- 
ie these forgeries, as he was implicitly 
rusted with the payment and issuance of 
all checks for office expenses, after the 
blank checks had been signed by Dr. Sim- 
mons. 

When Ham was searched at the station 
five checks similar to those used by Dr. 
Simmons were found in his possession. 
Three of these were biank checks. 
The other two had_ been i original.

@ puree of $1,500, the largest cash prize ever put up for a bicycle race in this country. 

McDuffie, to ride the fifteen miles of the race, had twenty-six pacemakers on large machines, such as sextuplets, quin- 
tettes and quads. Jimmy Michael had twenty-five men, mostly mounted on triplets and tandems. 

The Welshman, on the day of the race, weighed 105 paunds and McDuffie weighed about 1%. The Boston lad had the b'ig- 
gest body, the biggest pacers and by far the greater troop of rooters, but the little fellow rode him imto the ground, as the 
horsemen say, and at the finish beat him 200 yards, making a new record for fifteen miles, riding the distance in 2m. and 12s., 
or-at a rate eomewhat faster than thirty miles an hour, which is good speed for a railroad train. 

The comparative weight and size of the two riders can be judged from the dimension cbart made up while they were 
together in Boston. A comparison of the figures reveals McDuffie can give Michael eight 
inches better in chest measurement, though the two are even up on the expansion, McDuffie is % Inch bigger than the Midget 
at the waist, 1% at the forearm, 1% at the upper arm, 8% inches at the thigh and 2% bigger around the calf.

JUDGE MURPHY’S DEOISION 
HANDICAPS THE POLICE. 


But the Validity of the Breeders’ Bill 
Has Not Yet Been Tested and 


Changes May Coma |, 


The validity of the Breeders’ bill has not 
been tested and the question of whether or 
not pool-rooms can be operated In St. Louis 
outside of a race track inclosure has not 
been decided. 

The Brooklyn room in the Burlington 
Building on Olive, between Eighth and 
Ninth streets, is taking cash bets on horse 
races just as the pool rooms did, but Judge 
Murphy holds that the money ts only re- 
ceived to be telegraphed elsewhere and 
there disposed of as the sender dictates. 

Attorney Mulvihill, the Public Prosecutor, 
says that the telegraph system is but an 
evasion of the law of the most transparent 
nature. 

The police, Assistant Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Johnson and Prosecuting Attorney Mul- 
vihill say, failed to show to the satisfaction 
of Judge Murphy that the Brooklyn room 
was a pool room so that the application of 
the Breeders’ law as to pool-rooms could not 
in this case be made. The straight books, 
as they are termed, which flourished so 
thickly down town’ever since the first of 
January, are all shut up now and will stay 
shut up until the main question is settled 
in the courts. Under the new law each and 
every day they are open constitutes a sepa- 
rate offénse, so that the police can raid them 
every day or whenever they attempt to 
make books and receive bets. 

The police will raid every room not we. 
rated as a regular tetograg office. he 
telegraph offices they will not disturb. This 
{s about the sum of the decision arrived at 
by the Four Courts officials. 

Chief Harrigan when asked what the con- 
ditions at present were sald: 

“It has en decided by the courts that 
these telegraph places are not pool rooms. 
Judge Murphy has passed on the last case 
brought up and I understand there is no ap- 
peal beyond his court. That settles the 
telegraph betting business. As to the oth- 
ers there are none, and if any do open we 
will investigate as to their nature and then 

. ordingly.”’ 

“Gol, Dick Johneon, who issues the war- 

rants, said: 

“TI will issue gil the pool room warrants 
the police ask for from now until the va- 
lidity of the Breeders’ bill ts established In 
the courts. When the court has passed 
upon the bill I shall, of course, act in ac- 
cordance with the ruling.” 

“You can depend upon one thing. No 
pool room will be allowed to run as long 
as Maj. Harrigan is chief of police. This 
telegraph pool room has been passed upon 
by the courts and we can do nothing with 
them. They have satisfied Judge Murphy 
that it ‘s a branch of the Postal Tele- 

h office, so that ends the matter. We 
mace a similar case againet Thomas and 

Walsh some time ago and the Supreme 
Court decided they were not running a pool 
room. Judge Murphy ruled in this case ac- 
cording to the Supreme Court decision. 

“The standing of the other clase of rooms 
has not yet been passed upon. The Breed- 
ers’ bill hae not been knocked out. It has 
not been tested in any way yet.” 7

CHICAGO INFLUENCE AT WORK. 


THE ILLINOIS COMMISSIONERS 
WOULD NOT YIELD. 


Missourians Stood Firm and No Agree- 
ment Was Reached—Opinions on 
the Question of Grades. 


Uniformity of Missouri-Illinols grain grad- 
ing is something that may never be estab- 
lished. When the Missouri and  [Iilinois 
Commissioners met in this city Monday for 
the purpose of arranging uniform grades 
for the two states, it was expected that 
something would be accomplished. This 
expectation was not realized. 

The Illinois Commissioners said to the 
Missouri Commisioners: “You may adopt 
our grading system if you like it.” The 
Missouri Commissioners made a similar 
proposition, and there the matter stood 
when sine die adjournment was reached, 

Neither side made such concession as to 
render an agreement possible. The Illinois 
Commissioners left St. Louls Monday night 
and there will probably be no further con- 
ference on the subject of uniform rates, 

On ‘Change and among grain men through. 
out the city the grading question is the 
chief topic of comment. An interesting feat- 
ure of the situation is that the action of 
the Illinois commissioners is probably in- 
tended by them as discrimination against 
St. Louis, in favor of Chicago. Two of 
the Illinois commissioners, Messrs. Bidwell 
and Reynolds, are Chicagoans. 

Prior to the passage of a law at the last 
session of the Illinois Legislature grain in- 
spection at East St. Louis was controlled by 
the Merchants’ Exchange of this city.

THERE’S NO LAW TO PREVENT. 


DANGER OF A REPETITION OF THE 
SECOND STREET HORROR. 


Authorities Realize the Peril of the 
Public, but Can Do Nothing 
but Hope. 


St. Louis has a book of ordinances and 
municipal regulations,which at first glance 
appears to contain a little about everything, 
but if an enterprising merchant desires to 
load a car load or two of fiseworks into a 
store in the central part of the city there 
is nothing to restrain him but his own re- 
gard for the safety of his fellow man. 

In the last week fireworks stores have 
popped up like mushrooms along Olive street 
and other main thoroughfares. 

The timid pedestrian scoots by these places 
in a hurry. He remembers the terrific ex- 
plosion on Second street, eighteen months 
ago, when half a score of men and boys 
were killed, because a big stock of high ex- 
plosives was not properly isolated. 

No person who saw the awful wreck that 
gloomy January day can iooks at a fireworks 
store without a shudder. Three buildings 
a wrecked and dozens of others dam-

e ® Was smaller than several that are dis- 
pieyes in the busiest portion of St. Louis. 
ree or four days ago a report was 
made to Fire Chief Swingley that two car- 
loads of fireworks were being stored on 
Second street, between Pine and Olive 
where the buildings are all ol4 and would 
burn like tinder. 
The Fire Chief wrote a note to the Chief 
of Police, stating the facts, and asking him 
to geek through the police regulations for 
some measure to control the a8 aE of 
the two carloads of explosives. a polite 
note the Chief of Police informed the Chief 
of the Fire Department that he was sorry, 
but he had no aathersy in the on aye ter 
and fireworks might be piled mountain high 
in every building on Second street as far 
as the Police Department was concerned. 

The Fire Chief gave orders to his men to 
take a good look at the building so that 
when the blow-up did come they would 
know just how to handle it. 

When asked about the fireworks stores

“I am powerless to regulate them. All I 
can do is to sit by and hope for the best.

In the City Counselor’s office, 
where learned opinions are always on tap, 
it was said that there was no law on the 
books about fireworks, except one making 
a 26 necessary to apply for a permit to shoot

The legal luminary rather grimly re- 
marked that the dealere could gell all the 
chose, but could not touch off the stoc 
without a permit, unless they wanted to 
commit a misdemeanor. 

The Mayor's office was then visited. Sergt. 
McGrew, who guards the outer portals, and 
has the permit business at his fingers’ ends, 
wags a®ked if it was necessary to get a 
Mayor’s permit to sell fireworks. 

“No,” eaid he, “They can sell fireworks 
ust as they can peanuts or popcorn, if they

Mrs. Rogger sent her husband a letter 
which brought him home, but he was not 
the same.
